French Officer Aids, 
Hurts Petain’s Case 


PARIS, July 30.—(AP)—A French officer denied at the 
treason trial of Marshal Petain today that the aged former 
‘chief of the Vichy state ever was a member of “La Cagoule,” 
a Fascist-inclined secret society banned in prewar France. 


He was 51-year-old, limping Maj. 
Gen. Jean Lostanau-Lacau, de- 
scribed by witnesses as an-ealleged 
leader of the Cagoulards.

marshal was French ambassador 
to Madrid in 1930-40, 

“] am horrified to see a 
of nearly 100 years of age blamed 
by others for their own errors,” 
Lostanau-Lacau said after-he was 
hustied into the Palais of Justice 
courtroom. Just a little while ear- 
lier the police had announced they 
were unable to find him. 

The “mystery man”-at Petain’s 
trial, Lostanau-Lacau appeared 
when the prosecution had finished 
calling its list .of witnesses sched- 
uled to testify against Petain, ac- 
cused of intelligence with the Ger- 
mans and plotting against the se- 
curity of France. 

Preceding him as a witness had 
been former French Premier 
Edouard Herriot, who quietly and 
unemotionally expressed the opin- 
ion that Petain, in delegating to 
himself dictatorial power after 
France's collapse, had participated 
in a “coup d'etat” against the 
French Third Republic.

NEW USS GUAM, BATTLE CRUISER, 
NOW IN ACTION AGAINST JAPS 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—(UP)—The Navy disclosed to- 
night that a new floating fortress—the 27,000-ton battle cruiser 
Guam—has been pounding the Japanese for nearly six months. 

The Guam. one of two ships of her type now in service—the 
other is the Alaska—is the American version of a pocket battle- 
ship. More than 800 feet in length, she is longer and heavier 


than many older American battleships. 


Extensive compart- 


mentation has made her one of the most combat-wrerthy ships 


in the world. 


Disclosure that the Guam has been in action since last March 
came when the Navy reported that her 12-inch guns have blasted 


two Japanese islands, that she engaged 


in carrier-borne air

batteries shot down two enemy planes and helped bag six others.

400 Miles of Coast Afire 


GUAM, Tuesday, July 31—(AP)—American destroyers boldly plunged into the con- 
fines of Suruga gulf, 80 miles southwest of Tokyo, this morning and shelled the town of 
Shimizu, an aluminum center, while a 400-mile strip of Japan’s east coasts blazed from a 
fiery storm unleashed by 1,500 or more American and British carrier planes. 

Adm. Nimitz said the carrier planes in their Monday strike against Tokyo and the area 
extending southwestward to Kyushu, destroyed 65 enemy planes, damaged 78, sank seven 
‘vessels and damaged 58. 
| This was based on preliminary reports, subject to later enlargement, but it was notable 
that none of the ships hit was a heavy naval vessel. 

Most of the ships were caught at Maizuru naval base on the west coast of Honshu, 


245 miles west of Tokyo.

BADOGLIO LOST NERVE 


In 1933 it became cliear that 
Italy must secure for herself a 
wider portion of Affican territory. 
About half a million men were 
involved in the Ethiopian war and | 
reached Ethiopia despite the Brit- 
ish. 

In the month of September, | 
1935, when the British home fleet 
appeared in the Mediterranean, 
Badoglio lost his nerve and 
thought the game for Italy was up. 

He begged for a gesture which 
would avoid a conflict with Great 
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The war against France was 
welcomed by Badoglio with ap- 
parent enthusiasm, but he did ev- 
erything he could to put it. off. 


According to an artfully con- 
cocted story, Badoglio opposed the 
Greek campaign. 


Marshal Badoglio actually was 
favorable to the war with Greece 
and wanted complete occupation 
of Greek territory. On* Oct. 15, 
1940, Mussolini called a meeting 
at the Palazzo Venezia. 


The background to the Alba- 
nian-Greek situation was discuss- 
ed together with how many men 
would be needed to defeat the 
Greeks and the possibilities of 
British aid. Then Badoglio spoke. 

“Tl agree with you, Duce,” he 
said, “that there is little likeli- 
hood of the British landing troops. 
The British are much more con- 
cerned over Egypt than Greece. 


“OCCUPY CRETE” 


“Reviewing the Greek situation, 
I consider that we should not 
stop at the occupation of Epirus. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
we must also occupy Crete if we 
mean to get hold of Greece... . 

“Once we can be sure of our 
left flank, we shall have little 
difficulty in dealing with the ad- 
versary. We have the air force—”’ 
Duce interrupted: 

“We shall be flying at least 400 
aircraft, for we may also have 
to deal with British help.”

J. E. Owen, of Madison, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Association of 
School Administrators, last night 


joined Charles L. Gowen, of 
Brunswick, president.of the Geor- 
gia Bar Association, in indorsing 
the proposed new state constitu- 
tion to be voted on Aug. 7. 


“Of major interest to the school 
people,” Owen said, “is the pro- 
posed new constitution. The school 
leaders ate definitely and whole- 
heartedly indorsing the new con- 
stitution and are recommending 
its adoption on Aug. 7 because we 
are convinced it means a forward 
step in Georgia.” 

Pointing out that the associa- 
tion had commended the constitu- 
tion commission and the legisla- 
ture for submitting the new docu- 
ment, Owen said “The new char- 
ter will more nearly equalize edu- 
cational opportunities for the chil- 
dren of Georgia.” 

Gowen expressed belféf that in- 
dorsement of the document by the 
legal profession “should assure the 
voters that the procedure under 
which the constitution was revised 
by the commission, adopted by the 
general assembly and is being sub- 
mitted to the people is entirely 
constitutional and lawful.” 


Continuing, Gowen said: 

“Had any doubt as to this ex- 
isted our board of governors, 
which includes representation 
from every judicial circuit in the 
state, certainly would not have 


given it their unanimous ap- 


proval, 


“We feel,” said Gowen, “that the 
voters have the right to expect the 
legal profession to express its 
opinion upon a subject as impor- 
tant as the ratification of a new 
constitution. The indorsement of 
our association means that we 
find no jokers or provisions hid- 
den in the document that could 
adversely affect the rights or lib- 
erties of our people.”

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Charter Foes Are Still Active 


The senate’s overwhelming vote for 
ratification of the United Nations charter 
is cause for nationwide gratification. 


But the fact that among those voting to 
ratify the document were such notorious 
isolationists as Montana’s Sen. Wheeler 
should serve to increase rather than amel- 
iorate our apprehensions. 


For Sen. Wheeler, who cast his vote 
“very reluctantly” for what he considered 
merely a “declaration of pious intentions,” 
hopes to render the United Nations organi- 


zation ineffective by a flank attack at a 


later date. 


Well do Sen. Wheeler’ and other foes 
of international. co-operation realize that 
the American public is in no mood to tol- 
erate any direct opposition to United 
States participation in the world organiza- 
tion at, this time. 


Thus they have determined to go on 
record as favoring the general idea and 
then scuttle the whole plan later through 
restricting the use of whatever portion of 
our military strength is allocated to the 
_ international police force. 


Sen. Wheeler admittedly intends to 
lead an all-out fight, at a more strategic 
moment; to require the consent of congress 
to permit the security council to send the 


United States portion of the world police 
force against an aggressor. Inasmuch as 
congressional approval would inevitably 
entail delay, such a reservation would ren- 
der the new league ineffective. Besides, 
for all the senator’s prating about congress’ 
sacred right to dictate the use of armed 
forces, the fact remains that im all our his- 
tory congress has declared war but 12 
times, whereas presidents have sent Amer- 
ican forces abroad a total of 146 times. 


What Sen. Wheeler and his kind are 
counting on, of course, is a letdown in 
public opinion. So long as the vast ma- 
jority of citizens militantly favor United 
States participation in an international 
organization to keep the peace, the isola- 


tionists will continue to give the United. 


Nations lip service. But, if ever again we 
become apathetic enough to allow them, 
they may well succeed in restricting the 
organization to death. 


The battle, in short, has just begun. 


We have won a great victory, but won 
it largely by default. 


Those who oppose United States par- 
ticipation in the new world league have 
not quit fighting. We must be ready for 
them when next they decide again to show 
their hands. 


Slum Clearance Pays Its Way 


One of the favorite remarks of those 
who oppose slum clearance public housing 
is that it pays no taxes. 


Atlanta has just had an interesting 
revelation on that subject. It is not new, 
but since it is apparently overlooked so 
often, it may be well to call ita revela- 
tion. 

There is no sound argument against 
replacing dirty, unsanitary, disease-breed- 
ing shacks with decent housing. There is 
mo sound argument against replacing 
crime and disease-breeding slums with 
good housing. 


Certainly such projects pay out in re- 
duced sickness—which is a strain on 
charity hospitals. Certainly they pay out 
in less crime and delinquency—which are 
expenses on the cost of policing. 


But, wail the foes of housing, “they pay 
no taxes.” 


Sworn testimony in a recent hearing in 
Atlanta. revealed that while the housing 
projects in Atlanta pay no taxes, they do 
pay service charges. 


These charges last year paid into the 
city of Atlanta’s coffers $67,000 and to the 
county $34,000. . 


What did they pay in taxes when they 
were ugly, stinking slums? They paid, did 
those slums, in the last year before re- 
moval, $36,000 to the city and $18,000 to 
the county. 


In other words, the public housing not 
merely reduces cost to city and county in 
police, fire and health departments, but 
it pays almost twice as much hard cash 
into the treasuries of the two governments 
as did the miserable, disgraceful slums so 
noisily defended on the basis of taxes. 


We hope this will be an end to the 
epposition on that basis. 


Report From Music Department 


Hugh Hodgson, director of the depart- 
ment of music at the University of Geor- 
gia, has issued the annual report of the 
department. It reveals a large and patient 
volume of work which eannot have failed 
to add its measure to the cumulative store 
of art appreciation in the state. 


It is interesting, and important, to note 
that for 17 years the university has had 
a musical hour each Thursday evening. 
For eight years there has been an annual 
chamber music festival; for 35 years an 
excellent glee club has given concerts and

gone on tour; for many years the out- 
standing students have given public con- 
certs. These are but some of the high- 
lights of the interesting report. 


It is easy to understand why, on the 
basis of it, Director Hodgson received an 
offer from one of the nation’s best-known 
universities to head its fine arts depart- 
ment.

A Mistake 
To Be Corrected 


A majority of the presidents of the South- 

. eastern Conference members have made a mis- 

| take. It is so serious a mistake it will bring 
down about their heads national criticism if it is not corrected. 

There is time to correct it. 

If they, the majority group, do not they will find themselves the 
center of an attack by the American Legion, by other national or- 
ganizations of war veterans. They will bring down upon their heads 
the wrath of the entire lot of GI veterans, and the frowns of the 
general public. 

All this they will deserve. 

The error was this. At the last meeting of the conference a 
small bloc somehow was able to force its will upon the majority in 
the matter of the returning veterans who were members of foot- 
ball teams before going to war. 

The presidents, unduly influenced by thoughtless coaches, made 
the astounding and almost incredible decision that a previous con- 
dition of servitude should be the determining factor of where the 
GI should go to college. 

If he was registered at a southeastern college before going to 
war, then he must return to that college if he is to play football. 
The Big Ten Conference, one of the cleanest and the best; the 
National Amateur Board, and all other organizations have said that 
the GI may have found a field he wants to enter when war is done 
and should be able to go to the college that will give to him the 
work he desires. This, of course, without sacrificing his parici- 
pation in football. 

The Southeastern Conference nevertheless says to him that if 
he refuses to return to the university he originally entered he can- 
not play football. 

Let us assume a young man has become interested in farming or 
any one of a dozen. professions because of, and through, his war 
activity. He now knows what he wants to do. 


- With a coldly selfish attitude which says that they, as educa- 
tional institutions, put more value on him as a performing ath- 
lete than they do on his future, the Southeastern Conference has 
put greed above proper consideration for the returning veteran and 


his future. 
Others Throughout the rest of the nation the universities recog- 
nize that war has taken months and years from the life 
of each man who went to war and that these men deserve special 
consideration. War has developed and matured these men, They 
properly say to them they may go where they will for their educa- 
tion and if they wish to play football they will put no bar against 
them. 

The Southeastern Conference obviously acted hastily and with- 
out due thought. The presidents who so voted, probably wé@re 
unduly influenced by coaches who are unwilling to tolerate the 
thought of losing a football player. There is ample time to rescind 
the rule. It was objected to by more than half the membership. 
They objected on the basis that it put educational institutions in 
the position of publicly stating that their football players are chat- 
tels, not men. 

The other side had but one argument. They said that in peace- 
time a man might not transfer from one college to another and play 
football. 

That is true. But this is not peacetime. 

These gentlemen are saying that for one or two or three years 
time has stood still for the men fighting this war. They have not 
learned anything; they have not matured, they have not had any 
ideas. They are still young sophomores or juniors who can play 
football only if they come back where their names are on the reg- 


istrar’s books. 

These gentlemen also put themselves in the 
Uncomfortable somewhat astonishing position of apparently 
being afraid their wartime football students will not want to return 
to them. If not, then why the compelling rule raquiring. them to 
do so? Are the gentlemen afraid men do not want to attend their 
schools? 

The government is going to pay for this education of the re- 
turning GI. , 

Young Joe Spelvin, let us say, with two years of chasing Rom- 
mel and of fighting in France and in Germany behind him, wants 
to use that government help to begin the study of medicine. He 
first must take a premedical course. During that course he would 
like to play football. He will not have time to play when he enters 
medical school. 

But, his old college offers no premedical course. 

Yet it says to him, coldly and with great shortsightedness, “We 
don’t care what Y want to learn. If you intend to play foot- 
ball you must play with us or with no one else in the south.” 

Now, I know the gentlemen did not mean to be put in this 
intolerable position—the only ones in the nation to take such a 
stand. 

They must have been influenced by athletic directors or coaches. 
These men have not thought soundly on the subject. What they 
are preparing to do is corner the market in ill will and harmful 
publicity on a national scale. , 

Permit the returning soldier to exercise his own judgment.

Rebirth of Communist Party 


W ASHINGTON.—-Decision of American Communists to get back 
to active politics in their own name and with “class warfare” their 
Slogan may have far-reaching effects both on future political align- 
ments and in the field of organized labor. 


The reason most generally given for this reorientation is that 
the need of Soviet Russia for military help from the United States, 
which caused American Communists to sheath their fangs, no longer 
exists. But much more influential, probably, was the death of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


The Communist vote in the 1940 présidential election sank to 
a paltry 46,251, substantially less than half the 102,991 it polled 
in 1932, because of the charm Mr. Roosevelt exercised over its 
members. The reason for this, politically, was that in New York, 
where most of the self-acknowledged American Communists live. 
Far! Browder, their then leader, saw a chance to grat control of 
the American Labor party. He so far succeeded in this design as 
to cause a large element of that party, headed by David Dubinsky, 
president of the Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, to bolt and form 
a party of their own. The Dubinskyites, however, continue to sup- 
port Roosevelt.

of their pledge to all-out support of the war effort, the Communists 


stepped out ahead of everybody in championing labor’s no-strike 
pledge, founded on the Little Steel formula. Not even the Nationaal 
Association of Manufacturers went farther than Mr. Browder did 
with the latter regard. As reported by delegates to the Conimunist 
national convention in New York last week, the no-strike policy 
proved totally disastrous to the party. Labor unionists by the thou- 
sands, they said, had turned against it and the loss among Negroes 


was even greater. 

“11: Hence the New York convention ousted 
William Z. Foster Mr. Browder with a whoop and installed 
in his place William Z. Foster, an old-time militant in the fields 
both’ of party politics and labor unionism. 

In addition to abolishing Browder’s Communist political asso- 
ciation in favor of an outright Communist party, the Foster pro- 
gram calls for upward revision of the Little Steel formula, a guaran- 
teed annual wage, goeernment operation of shut-down war plants, 
unrestricted right of labor to strike, abolition of the poll tax and 
the ‘“‘white primary.” The one thing from the prewar Communist 
doctrine omitted is the word “revolution,” inclusion of which would 
have kept Communist candidates off the ballot in many states. 
Ipstead, the New York platform calls for evolution of the American 
economic structure into a Socialist state as “a new and high form 
of democracy and social progress.” . 


The first political repercussion from this development may 
come in this year’s election in New York City, where the Com- 
munist wing of the American Labor party already is disgruntled 
by expulsion of Benjamin Davis, Negro Communist, from the Demo- 
cratic ballot.

The 
Tokyo newspaper Asahi declared 
that “enemy planes are attacking 
and raiding Japan every day and 
night” on “the mainland, the sea 
and in the air.” 

Asahi said the blockade had cut 
off most imports of bauxite, the 
stuff from which aluminum 
made, forcing the Japanese to 
turn to making planes of wood. 
It told the Suzuki government to 
do something, turn the whole 
economy over to war production 
if necessary. 

There were shrinking pains 
elsewhere in the evaporadjng Asi- 
atic coprosperity sphere. 

The fleets were piling up fresh 
disasters upon the Mikado’s em- 
pire. 

Adm. Nimitz announced yes- 
terday that since July 10 a total 
of 915 ships and small craft and 
1,076 of Japan’s hoarded air- 
planes had been destroyed or 
damaged by carrier planes alone. 

Totaling up the havoc wrought 
in Japan’s Inland sea and its 
sprawling “Pearl Harbor” base 
of Kure, a staff officer with the 
Third fleet declared: “This is the 
end of the Jap navy.”

Having once gone on the defen- 
sive in this fashion, moreover they 
are likely to develop the habit of 
looking for insults or ridicule. 

They carry a chip on their 
shoulders, so to speak, and of 
course are likely to read into an 
innocent situation some suspicious 
element that contributes to their 
belief they are being laughed at.
